MONUMENT TO GEANT 


Is Unveiled With Much 


Ceremony. 


President McKinlcy and Many 


Distinguished Men Take 


Part in Program, 


P!UI,\!)EI,PHIA, Pa., April 27.— 


Tho equestrian statue of General 
Grant, presented to the city of Phil- 
adelphia by the Fairmount Park Art 
Association, was unveiled with ap- 
propi iace ceremonies this afternoon 
by Miss Rosemary Sartoris, grand- 
daughter of the dead president, in 
the presence of President MoKinley, 
cabinet members, representatives of 
foreign governments, and a large 
gathering of distinguished citizens 
and guests of honor. 


Prominent among those partici- 


pating was Mrs. Grant, widow of 
the general, and other members of 
the family. 


The exercises proper began with 


the arrival of the presidential party 
at 12:30 o'clock at Broad street 
station. 


Tho entrances and outside of the 


station were jammed with an im- 
mense crowd of persons, which fell 
back respectfully and formed a long 
lane through which the providential 
party under the escort of tho recep- 
tion committe of citizens passed. 
The first troop, Philadelphia city 
cavalry, formed the guard of honor 
from the station to the Hotel 
Bellevue. 


On their arrival thore the presi- 


dent and pa tty were entertained at 
luncheon after which a brief rest 
was taken until 2 o'clock. 


Promptly at that hour tho oity 


troop reassembled and etcortcd tho 
party to the reviewing stand m 
Iront of the monument. 


The president and members of the 


cabinet occupied the leading car- 
riages. Then came tho 
foreign 


ministers, followed by the ladies and 
other distinguished guests of the 
party, headed by Mrs. KoKinleyand 
Mrs. 
Grant, officers of the army and 


navy, Governor Stone and staff, 
Adjutant General Theodore S. Peck, 
representing the state of Ver- 
mont in the unavoidable absence of 
Governor Smith; the legislative 
committee, Mayor Ashbridge heads 
of city departments and other guests 
of honor followed. 


The carriages drove over 
the 


route of the parade and upon arrival 
at the monument the president was 
received with Iho national saluto of 
twenty-one guns. 


Simultaneously the guns of the 


Raleigh in the Deleware river also 
fired a salute. 


The unveiling ceremonies began 


at a o'clock and were presided over 
by Mayor Ashbridge, who mado the 
opening address. Bishop Whifcaker 
offered prayer, after which John H. 
Converse, president of the Art as- 
Bociation, 
and Col. A. 
Louden 


Snowden, on bohalf of the Fair- 
mount pirk 
cammissioners, re- 


spectively, presented and accepted 
tho statue. 


At a given signal Miss Rosemary 


Sartoris gently togged at the cords 
and the drapery fell from the mon- 
ument. Instantly cheer after cheer 
came from the throats of the specta- 
tors 
and 
battery 
D boomed 


out a salute of seventeen guns, 
which was also taken up by the 
Raleigh, anchored in the Delaware 
river several miles away. 


The military parade took up the 


line of march at 2 :;>0 o'clock, going 
north on Broad street from Spruce 
street, around the oity hall to Spring 
Garden street, thence west to the 
River drive in Fairmount Park, 
where the troops were reviewed by 
the president, 


After the review tho presidential 


party returned to the hotel Bellevuo 
and were entertained at dinner. To- 
night the president will attend a 
public meeting at the Academy of

Tomorrow he will visit the

fcions and rates for the occasion and 
thousands of out-of-town visitors 
witnessed the exercises in honor of 
tho soldier-president. 


The orator of the day was Post-

Smith, who arrived from Chicago, 
accompanied by a large delegation 
of its citizens. 


Mr. Smith spoke in concluding 


his address, as follows:

Miles Talked of tor Manila Subject Uu- 


der Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—A confer- 


ence held at tho white house yester- 
day is exciting considerable gossip. 
Secretary Alger and General Miles 
were in consultation with the presi- 
dent tor some time, and while the 
purpose of the meeting or the re- 
sults are not positively known there 
is reason to believe the Philippine 
question 
was under 
discussion. 


General Miles appeared to be ex- 
cited when he left the white house, 
and for a time it was reported that 
he had been informed of an adverse 
decision by the court of inquiry 
that has baen investigating his 
beef charges. Later, however, it 
was said that the president was 
considering the adviasbihty of send- 
ing the commanding general of the 
army to the Philippines to take 
charge. 
General 
Miles is well 


qualified by his experience as an 
Indian fighter to manage the cam- 
paigns against tho Filipinos, but 
there has been no criticism of com- 
plaint m official circles of the con- 
duct of operations under General 
Otis. It may bo that the latter has 
requested to be relieved and has 
thus made the road clear for the 
administration to supersede him 
with General Miles.

Mr. White contends that tho out- 


let would bo a nuisance and believes 
the law will not permit the city to 
abate one nuisance by creating an- 
other. He is not opposed to the 
sewer, but with the outlet where it 
is proposed at present to make it 
Mr. White believes that it would 
atleot materially the value of the 
land owned by him there and which 
may be laid out into lots in the not 
far distant fnture. 


Mr. Shambaugh says that the city 


must go right ahead with the work. 
While there may be some cause for 
objection by Mr. White he believes 
it is a matter the courts will finally 
have to determine anyhow, and it 
might just as well be done now as at 
any time. There will be objection 
whatever is done, and to go down 
the river a mile will cost probably 
$25,000. City Engineer Randall is 
preparing the plans for the inter- 
cepting sewer, bat they will not be 
submitted to the board for some 
time.

As 
all three of the schools are within a 
radius oi three mires, it was thought 
boat to close them indefinitely to 
prevent an epidemic. The locality 
south of tho city and noar the brick 
yard, has a visitation of this disease 
about every six months and has suf- 
fered a great deal during the last 
few years.

Editor Sentinel:—A great deal has 


been said in regard to the annexa- 
tion of Spy Run and my building a 
graded school somewhere in that 
part of my township. Also a great 
deal has been said which is not tiue, 
and also the motive which prompts 
me in going ahead with the build- j 
ing is geneially inisundei stood.

do not wish it to be undei stood that 
I am antagonizing the city or the 
citizens of Spy Eun if they really 
deshe to be annexed, but I am act- 
ing purely and simply in the inter- 
est of my township and the people 
who have children to send to school 
florn that pait of my township. 


The facts aie simply these' The 


last legislatuie made some radical 
changes in the school law in so far 
as the matter of transfening from 
one school coiporation to another is 
concerned. 
Heretofore the trustee 


tiansfened all children who wished 
to attend school in another school 
corpoiation.
